Site of Blazes—16 on. 
Airliner Missing 
Mountains. 


ROWE, N.M., Feb. 19 (AP)— 
An east-bound Trans-World Air- 
line plane that vanished this 
morning with 16 abeard may 
have crashed on a lonely 1000- 
foot mesa west of here where 
fires have been sighted, state 
police said tonight. 

They said fires were sighted 
on top of isolated Rowe mesa, 
35 miles west of Las Vegas and 
about 28 miles southeast of 
Santa Fe, and may have been 
lighted by survivors of the Mar- 
tin 404 passenger plane which 
disappeared early today on a 
flight to Santa Fe from Albu- 
querque. 


The fires were sighted about

“The emotional influence of | 
the times, coupled with the| 
latent suspicion and prejudice in- | 
herent in human nature, are 
eapable of threatening the basic 
righta of everyone, unless those 
emotions are controlled by self- 
discipline, community spirit and 
governmental action.” 

However, he emphasized that 
he did not “wish to suggest that 
our liberties are about to be 
lost.” The process of erosion, he 
said, “may have begun in some 
respects, but the fabric of our 
liberties is still far from under- 
mined.” 

Theme of Convocation. 

Taking as his topic, “The 
Blessings of Liberty,” theme of 
the four-day convocation, the 
Chief Justice scussed ‘ pres- 
sures threatening freedom in the 
United States in ‘general terms, 
concluding that “powerful forces 
are at work in the world—both 
to preserve liberty and to ex- 
tinguish it.” 

“Departures from the letter 
and spirit of our constitutional 
principles are not the product 
of any one person or any one 
group of persons,” Warren said. 

Instead, invasions of tradition- 
al rights may be the fault of 

“the entire body politic” and of 
“the. suspicion, hatred, intoler- 
‘ance’ and irresponsibility that 
' stalk the world today,” he added. 

“Periods of domestic dissen- 
tion and of foreign war are es- 
pecially liable to produce ten- 
dencies to disregard established 
rights in the name of national 
safety,” the Chief Justice said. 

Bill of Rights Guarantees. 

Current attacks on civil lib- 
erties, Warren said, have raised 
the question whether the Bill of 
Rights, with its specific guar- 
antees of individual freedoms, 
could be ratified if it were pro- 
posed for the first time today. 
To this question he replied with 
five questions of his own: 

“Have we net had enough 
controversy over teaching in, 
and the conduct of, our colleges 
and schools, both public and 
private, to warrant. the infer- 
ence that an effort would be 
made to curb freedom of speech 
‘and thought in that important 
segment of American life? 

“Have not. sufficient doubts 
been expressed concerning the 
rights of individuals to invoke 
their constitutional privilege 
against self-incrimination to jus- 
tify the belief that the pro- 
posed adoption of this safeguard 
‘against tyranny might provoke 
heated discussian? 

“Does not the suspicion that 
has attached to lawyers who rep- 
resent unpopular defendants in- 
dicate some de from the 
constitutional ir ath core t 
every person ¢ w

The debate was over alleged 
“guinea pig” treatment of 20 
new-born: babies at Bristol Ma- 
ternity Hospital. Penicillin of}. 
two different types was admin- 
istered so physicians might com- 
pare the reactions. There wasn’t 
anything wrong with the babies 
necessitating the drug. 


The physicians protested it 
was just a “tiny experiment” in- 
volving no danger. But there 
were loud complaints against ex- 
periments made without the 
knowledge or consent of parents. 

Stephen Swingler of the Labor 
party raised the issue in Parlia- 
ment.

U.S. AMBASSADOR 
LACKING IN BURMA 
FOR DULLES VISIT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (UP)— 
The fact that the United States 
has no ambassador in Rangoon, 
Burma, is causing the State Be- 
partment some embarrassment. 
The reason is that Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles is go- 
ing to stop in Rangoon Feb. 26- 
27 for a visit with Burmese 
Prime Minister U Nu and other 
leaders.

Gore told other members of 
the joint committee he was 
thinking of offering a bill to 
prohibit members of the AEC 
staff from using confidential in- 
formation in the practice of 
their profession for the first 
three years after leaving the 
commission. 

Gen. Nichols’s resignation was 
an understandable jolt to mem- 
| bers of the joint committee and 
to the AEC. He had been ap- 
pointed Nov. 1, 1953, in the hope 
that he would stay with the 
commission perhaps as long as 
10 years. 

He was not quite 46 years old 
at the time. He had served 24 
years in the regular Army, after 
being graduated from the United 
States military academy at West 
| Point. 

Released by Army. 
| The AEC announced at the 
time: 
| “In order for Gen. Nichols 
|to accept this appointment, ar- 
_rangements were made with the 

Department of Defense to per- 
| mit his retirement, based on the 
determination that his services 


would be of greatest value to the 
| country in Ris new capacity. 
} This Was con- 


curred in by the Secretary of 
Defense.” 

Gen. Nichols told the com- 
mittee that he had told AEG 
chairman Lewis L. Strauss last 
September “that I doubted if 
I would stay on eight or nine 
years, as he had often spoken 
to me as the proper thing for 
me to do as a general manager.” 
He resigned Jan. 17, effective 
next May 1. 

Strauss said he might favor 
such a measure as Gore had sug- 
gested.

This is impossible to know ac- 
curatély without having all the 
details of Curtice’s probably 
complex finances, but an entire- 
ly theoretical guess, based only 
on the figures released Thurs- 
day by G.M. in a stock prospec- 
tus, indicates—maybe $100,000.

The screening process is 
expected to reduce these to a 
program that could be financed

A finance committee will de- 
cide how big a bond issue the 
city can afford, how rapidly 
bonds should be issued if voted, 
and whether the bonds can be 
floated without a tax increase. 

Maestre estimated. that the 
executive committee will require 
about a month to study the rec- 
oommendations and draft a pro- 
gram to be submitted to the 
voters. It then will be up to the 
Board of Aldermen to pass an 
ordinance calling a bond issue 
election.

FORT BRAGG, N.C., Feb. 19

“In my opinion, Olson was 


collaborating with the enemy,”

dustry to Police Itself 
on Standards of ‘Mor- | 
ality and Decency.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP) | 
«Senate juvenile delinquency | 
investigators called on the comic 
book industry today to halt the | 
output of lurid material featur- | 
ing sex and depraved violence. | 

In a 50-page report on a study | 
of crime and horror comic books, | 
the Senators rejected govern- | 
ment censorship of the industry | 
as “totally out of keeping with | 
our basic American concepts of | 
a free press operating in a free | 
land for a free people.” 

Instead, they put on the pub- | 
lishers of comic books the pri- | 
mary responsibility for policing } 
the industry and for measuring | 
up to “standards of morality and 
decency which American parents | 
have the right to expect.” 

Code for Comics. | 

The report noted that after 
the subcommittee’s hearings last 
year, the publishers formed the | 
Comics Magazine Association of | 
America and adopted a code : 
Oct. 26, 1954. Charles F. Mur- | 
phy, formerly a New York City | 
magistrate, was named adminis- 
trator to enforce the code. 

The subcommittee said the | 
code provides for a bar on all | 
horror and terror comic books | 
but not on crime comic books. 
Comic books approved by the 
code administrator will carry a 
seal of approval. | 

Praising these actions as “steps | 
in the right direction,” the sub- 
committee said ‘that this indus- 
try effort at self-regulation is 
in accord with its recommenda- 
tions. 

“However,” the report added, 
“it is still too early to form a 
judgmrent as to either the sin- | 
cerity or the effectiveness of 
this latest attempt at self-regula- | 
tion by the comic book industry.” | 

1948 Eperience. 

It said a similar association 
formed in 1948 failed for a va- | 
riety of reasons, and noted that 
not all publishers belong to the 
new group. 

The subcommittee, now headed | 
by Senator ‘ Estes Kefauver | 
(Dem.), Tennesee, said it had re- | 
ceived conflicting testimony | 
about the effect of crime and | 
horror comic books on the na- | 
tion’s youth. 

But it said standards adopted 
by the industry or individual 
publishers “should not be aimed | 
to eliminate only that which can 
be proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt to demoralize youth.

The subcommittee said it was | 
convinced by its investigation 
that “this country cannot afford 
the calculated risk involved in 
feeding its children, through 
comic books, a concentrated diet 
of crime, horror, and violence.” | 

The report said there has 
been a striking increase since | 
1945 not only in the number of 
comic books published but in 
the number “dealing:with crime 
and horror and featuring sexu- 
ally suggestive and sadistic illus- | 
trations.” 

Such material, the senators | 
said, “is being offered to any 
child who has the 10-cent pur- 
chase price.” 

At another point the report 
said: 
~ “Tt has been pointed out that 
pes so-called crime and horror 

ce books of concern to the | 
bee ommittee offer short courses | 
in murder, mayhem, robbery, 
rape, cannibalism, carnage, 
necrophilia (love of the dead), | 
sex, sadism, masochism, and vir- 
tually every other form of | 
crime, degeneracy, bestlality and | 
horror... .” 

Objectionable Advertising. 

The subcommittee also re- 
ported that many advertisements 
in such. comic books “are di- 
rected toward the sale of articles 
that are potentially harmful to | 
children or are fraudulent in | 
that the articles are unable to | 
effect the physical changes | 
claimed.” 

The subcommittee praised the 
work already done by citizens’ 
and parents’ groups and said 
“there is no doubt that much 
can and has been accomplished 
toward eliminating crime’ and 
horror comic books from news- 
stands through vigorous action 
in local communities.” 

It also said that parents have 
“a full measure of responsibility 
for the reading material reach- 
ing their children,” but it de- 
clared: 

“The simple fact remains that | 
all this constant vigilance on the | 
part of parents and civic organi- | 
zations would not have been 
necessary if the persons respon- 
sible for producing and distrib- 
uting comic books had exercised 
that measure of self-restraint 
and common decency which the 
Anferican Lena have a right to | 
expect.

SEATO Conference Is Bid 
for Support of Asia in 
Advance of Afro-Asian 
Meeting at Bandung. 3

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. 


HE major objective of the United 

States at the SEATO meeting in 

Bangkok next week will be to 
forestall the Communists in the course 
they are expected to pursue at the big 
Afro-Asian conclave in Indonesia ‘in 
April. It is now clear that the organi- 
vational aspects of the Bangkok con- 
ference will be of minor consequence 
and that the top emphasis will be 
placed on a bid for Asian support of 
Western policies, , 


This can be inferred from the speech 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles de- 
livered before the Foreign Policy Associ- 
ation in New York Wednesday night. It 
also can be stated as a fact for other rea- 
sons. 

The Bangkok Conference will be the 
first held by the signatories to the South- 
east Asia Collective Defense Treaty since 
the agreement was signed at Manila last 
Sept. 8 by the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Australia, New Zealand, the 
Philippines, Thailand and Pakistan. It is 
expected that a permanent secretariat will 
be created and, in Dulles’s words: 


“We shall at Bangkok deal with the 
probiem of organizing the Treaty Coun- 
ceil. Also we shall begin to deal with the 
three substantive problems assigned to 
the Council, namely military security, 
security against subversion directed 
from without and economic welfare. I 
cannot anticipate what the decisions will 
be, but I am confident our gathering 
will show the advantages of co-operation 
between the East and the West.” 


It is the final seeming generality that is 
the most significant part of the foregoing. 
The United States has anticipated Com- 
munist propaganda and wants Asia to un- 
derstand clearly the position of this coun- 
try before the Communists begin sounding 
off at the 30-nation Afro-Asian gathering 
in Bandung, Indonesia.

THE UNITED STATES will not be rep- 
resented at Bandung; it has not even been 
invited to send observers. The meeting 
will be of and for the colored races, most 
of them newly freed of colonial dominance, 
and the delegates attending will represent 
about half the population of the globe. 
Nothing like it ever happened before. 

One of the five inviting powers is Paki- 
stan; Thailand and the Philippines were 
asked to be present. The United States is 
encouraging these Manila Pact allies to at- 
tend for two reasons; so they can chal- 
lenge the Communist views and reflect the 
American position as expressed at Bang- 
kok, and so they can furnish the United 
States with the information our own ob- 
servers would gather if they were present. 

The State Department’s worries center 
on Communist China. Premier Chou En- 
lai accepted on Thursday the invitation to 
Bandung with the observation that the con- 
ference “affords a good opportunity for 
enabling Asian and African countries with 
different social systems to co-exist in peace 
under the principle that the form of gov- 
ernment and way of life of any one coun- 
try should in no way be subject to inter- 
ference by another.” 

The meeting, Chou added, “reflects the 


ever stronger desire of Asian and African } 


countries to take their destiny into their 
own hands and to enter on an equal foot- 
ing into friendly co-operation with the 
other countries of the world,” 

Whether Chou himself plans to attend 
the Bandung meeting is not certain. Pre- 
sumably he will, but it would not grieve 
the United States if he stayed home. 
Chou is regarded in Washington as a ne- 
gotiator of great ability who could well 


At Bangkok the United States will es- 
tablish its line of mutual co-operation with 
Thailand and Pakistan. This will include 
an effort to go beyond written agreements 
aad demonstrate the usefulness of East- 
West fellowship. It will anticipate that the 
big Communist theme at Bandung will be 
“Asia for the Asians,” a demand fhat the 
former colonial powers get out of the Far 
East entirely. 

The United States appeal will be pitched 
on the unexpressed assumption that the

‘Dulles them went on to show how the 
philosophy of Communism differs from 
that of the free mations, particularly when 
applied to Asian problems. Some of the 
things he said were designed subtly to in- 
dicate that Comrmunism has many of the 
aspects ef colonialism, which, of course, 
has been universally rejected by Asians. 

Soviet Communism, Dulles said, denies 
the principle of human equality and sub- 
stitutes the principle of class rule. It de- 
nies men are capable of self-government 
and substitutes the principle of dictator- 
ship. It denies Mationalism, except as it 
can be used as a slogan to drive a wedge 
between East and West and prepare the 
way for Communism. 

Soviet Communism preaches a new doc- 
trine of segregation, Dulles went on, pro- 
claiming that the people of Asia must be 
segregated from the people of the West 
and that the new nations of Asia must be 
segregated from others. 

The Soviet amd Chinese Communists 
know their combined power can dominate 
the Eurasian continent, the Secretary said, 
and the other nations of Europe and Asia 
will be unable to resist Communism if 
they stand alone.

THE STATEMENT by Adm. Strauss and 
the report by the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission only gave information 
about radioactive fall-out from a ground 
burst or an air burst above the ground.

The blast effect increases 
as the cube root of the increased power, 
while the heat effect increases approxi- 
mately as the square root. 


This would indicate that a 20-megaton 
bomb—1000 times as powerful as, the 
first bombs — such as was exploded 
March 1, would have a blast effect 10 
times more powérful than the Hiroshima 
bomb and the heat effect would be about 
30 times as great. Heat becOmes more 
destructive in the thermonuclear bomb 
than blast.

of a second is between 200,000,000 and 
400,000,000 degrees centigrade, or between 
10 and 20 times the heat of the sun. 


One estimate from a reliable source is 
that a 40-megaton bomb exploded at 
the most effective elevation could vapor- 
ize all the steel and concrete and the 
surface of the earth within a radius 
of 10 miles—an area of 314 square 
miles. 


The radioactive fall-out is composed of 
the ash of vaporization together with 
larger partieles that are sucked up in the 


Fires in easily burnable material could 
be started 30 miles away in clear weather. 
Moderate skin burns would be possible 
at that distance. Severe blast damage 
would extend out to between 15 and 20 
miles. Close to the center winds would be 
raised exceeding 1000 miles an hour in 
velocity. ¥ 


A NEGLECTED HORROR of the hydro- 
gen bomb is the effect of an underwater 
explosion. There have been two atomic 
explosions under water, one by the United 
States at Bikini, and the other by the 
British at Monte Bello in Australia. 


In the British test the bomb was ex- 
ploded in a frigate, as a subversive 
mine might be used in a harbor. “Thou- 
sands of tons of water and of mud and 
rock from the sea bottom,” Sir Wiaston 
Churchill told the House of Commons, 
“were thrown many thousands of feet 
into the air and a high tidal wave was 
caused.” 


The effects of the blast and radioactive 
contamination extended over a wide area. 
The frigate in which the bomb had been 


The American test was in deeper water. 


drew up with it into the air an ertimated 
million tons of water which was made 
radioactive. The underwater shock had the 
effect of pushing water out from the burst, 
as well as up, and this made what was 
called the base surge. 

The base surge wave began to form with- 
in 10 seconds of the detonation and trav- 
eled rapidly outward, maintaining a dough- 
nut-shaped form. It became a wall of dense 
mist which flowed almost as if it were a 
fluid. It then lifted from the surface of 
the lagoon and into the air like a strato- 
cumulus cloud.

It is perfectly possible that our great 
port cities could be made uninhabitable 
for a decade by long-lived radioactive 
deposits. This approaches the dreams of 
science fiction writers who picture great 
cities empty and crumbling thousands of 
years after being attacked by radioactive 
clouds.

When he died in 1892, his hum- 
ble home on Mickle street, now a 
museum, had already become a 
shrine where actors, artists and 
lovers of free letters were frequent 
pilgrims, and he, the cheerfulest poet 
of immortality, passed away content 
to believe that his vision of a larger 
life for man had been caught by 
others. 

Yet, if Walt Whitman were alive 
today he would be a very suspicious 
character indeed in today’s obnox- 
fous atmosphere of hysteria and 
witch-hunting.

During the congressional debate on the For- 
mosa resolution, President Eisenhower took an 
unusual step. He issued formal assurances that 
any decision to defend territory related to For- 
mosa and the Pescadores would be made by 
him alone. No authority to make that decision, 
he said, had been delegated to anybody else. 


In the exercise of this heavy responsibility, 
the President faces a most difficult dilemma, 
well described by James Reston in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion. 

If he announces in advance that the Chinese 
coastal islands—chiefly Quemoy and Matsu— 
will not be defended, he invites Red attack and 
weakens the Nationalist forces which now hold 
them. But if he announces that the coastal posi- 
tions will be defended, he destroys his future 
freedom of decision and takes on a commit- 
ment which may be untenable in certain 
circumstances. 

e * * 

This situation makes the ambiguity of the 
United States’ publicly announced position on 
the coastal islands. understandable’ In the light 
of the dilemma, one can appreciate why Secre- 
tary of State Dulles failed to clarify our position 
completely in his “clarifying” address last week. 

The dilemma, however, applies ¢o what is said 
about our policy rather than to the policy itself. 
If there are justifications for ambiguity in public 
announcements, there is no justification for am- 
biguity in the official decisions which may spell 
peace or war in the Pacific. 

Whatever our officials may feel compelled to 
say at this particular juncture, they should be 
perfectly clear in their minds as to what the 
United States will and will not do in the For- 
mosa strait. | 

And because President Eisenhower has re- 
served this area of decisién entirely to himself, 
we address to him an appeal which we feel sure 
is supported by the great majority of Americans. 
It is this: 

Any war for the Chinese coastal islands is a 
war to stay out of. 

Our acknowledged commitment to defend For- 
mosa and the Pescadores should not be diluted 
and confused by extending it to territory where 
our forces have no right or necessity to be. 

It would be better to lose “face” if necessary 
than to stumble into war over the coastal islands. 
» * . 

There is reason to believe that these princi- 
ples do indeed define the policy which President 
Eisenhower is pursuing—or at least would like 
to pursue. 

When he summoned his military and diplo- 
matic advisers to Denver last Septembes, in the 
midst of heavy Red bombardment of Quemoy, 
reports had it that he personally overruled pro- 
posals by some of the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
American air defense of that island. 

His decision to press for evacuation of the 
Tachens suggests that he seriously hopes to 
limit our aommitment strictly to Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Essentially there is no reason 
to fight for Quemoy if we have no reason to 
fight for the Tachens. 

Yet it is clear that there must be constant and 
heavy pressure in Washington for involvement 
of American armed power along the-China coast. 
The Knowlands and the Radfords never seem 
to give up. 


We call upon the President, with all the earn- - 


estness at our command, to resist that pressure 
in future as he has resisted it up to now. 

We call upon him to resolve firmly that, what- 
ever confusion may exist in public pronounce- 
ments about the coastal islands, there shall be 
no confusion of basic purpose—the purpose to 
avoid being drawn into the trap of an Asia war 
by accident, by over-extension of our commit- 
ments, or by the maneuvers of a fallen dictator. 

+ * * 

Morally, legally and militarily, the American 
position in the Far East will be immensely 
strengthened by confining our defense commit- 
ment to Formosa and the Pescadores. We have 
full right to be there. We have full right to with- 
hold Formosa from the Chinese Communists 
until its final disposition has been settled by 
international agreement. 

But we do not have a right to be up against 
the China coast on islands that have always been 
Chinese. And since we do not need to be there 
in order to defend Formosa, we should either 
persuade the Nationalists to evacuate the islands, 
or should make it very clear to Chiang that we 
do not intend to be drawn into their defense. 

That determination ought also to be made 
clear to our friends and allies—the British and 
Prime Minister Nehru, above all—who are try- 
ing to arrange a cease-fire. Secretary Dulles last 
week went a considerable way toward hinting 
that the coastal islands could be traded for a 
cease-fire, but the British reaction to the other 
parts of his “yes-and-no” position indicated se- 
vere disappointment. London and New Delhi 
should be reassured that we are ready for a 
cease-fire and will take the steps which could 
make it possible. 

And may President Eisenhower as he navi- 
gates the perilous Formosa strait take his bear-

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Up to Senator Kilgore 

The finger will point straight at Senator Har- 
ley M. Kilgore of West Virginia, Democratic 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
when hearings on the confirmation of John 
Marshall Harlan as Supreme Court Justice begin 
this week. 

If those hearings develop any further indica- 
tions that the nomination is being filibustered, 
Senator Kilgore will bear a serious’ respopsibili- 
ty. For as chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee he. has both the power and the duty to expe- 
dite consideration of such an important appoint- 
ment. He cannot control the vote, but he can 
see to it that a vote is promptly had. 

The delay in considering the nomination is 
already of serious proportions. The Supreme 
Court has postponed some of its important hear- 
ings until a full bench can participate. Above 


_ all, it has postponed the formulation of final 


asders in the school segregation cases until the 
ninth Justice is on the court.

Ford sent 
him on many odd illustrative errands, such as 
supervising the Punctuation Farm, where com- 
mas were grown in profusion.

Now Is the Time 

When the 1956 national nominating conven- 
tions are to be held depends not on the party 
leaders or even the rank-and-file. That decision 
will be made by the legislators in four states: 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, South Dakota and 
Ohio. Each now requires early certification of 
Presidential and Vice Presidential nominees. 

Chairman Leonard Hall and the Republicans, 
with the President’s blessing, are operating on 
the theory that laws in these states will be 
changed so that the G.O.P. convention can be 
run off between Aug. 20 and 24, 1956. The Dem- 
ocrats will begin their meeting on Aug. 13 pro- 
vided the state law changes confidently expected 
by the G.O.P. have taken effect.’ 

The state with the earliest deadline for certi- 
fying the names of Presidential nominees is 
Massachusetts, which wants to know who is who 
by July 31 of election year. Connecticut, Ohio 
and South Dakota require the information 
around the middle of August. A whole slew of 
states demand to know who’s who by late August 
or early September. Missouri must be shown 
the names of the candidates at least 69 days be- 
fore election. ~~ : 

The Legislatures in most states currently are 
in session. This is the time to get the legal re- 
strictions preventing late nominating conventions 
off the books. By 1960, either party ought to be 
free to meet as late as the second week in Sep- 
tember, as the Republicans talked of doing this 
time, That would give six weeks for an intensive 
campaign, and that is plenty. 
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Where Do We Put Them? 


The State Senate’s Roads and Highways Com- 
mittee went to a logical source for advice on toll 
roads. It heard from the state’s chief highway 
engineer, Rex. M. Whitton, who stated that thor- 
ough traffic and engineering studies would be 
required before Missouri could consider pri- 
vately financed turnpikes. 

This is apparent to even the most feverish 
proponents of toll roads. For one thing the turn- 
pike supporters have never been able to estab-

lish is just where a major toll road might be - 


built. Toll roads, on which motorists must pay 
to ride, cannot compete with good free roads. 
And the State Highway Department is expand- 
ing major free roads as fast as revenue permits. 


It is still possible that tolls might be used to ~ 


build some short, heavily traveled routes, and on 
some sad day traffic demands may even surpass 
the state’s ability to pay for adequate free high- 
ways. Mr. Whitton therefore suggests that if the 
Legislature wants to create toll road authority, 
the best place to put that power is in the com- 
petent hands of the State way Commission. 

That at least should keep Missouri ever from 
becoming so’ beguiled with private turnpikes 
that it would forget to build free ones.

Public Opinion 


Washington now uses ‘background conference’ to give an 
* ‘elusive lowdown’ on policy without identifying source; this has 
some advantages but also contains danger of propaganda and ir- 
responsible statements; secrecy begins to displace open testimony.

The Formosa controversy has pro- 


duced a rash of “dope stories” that 
purport to disclose the elusive official 
lowdown without disclosing the source 
of the information. 

Thus the readers of newspapers were 
told that the United States had not 
promised Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek that it would defend Quemoy and 
Matsu, but that-Washington might go 
to wer if these islands were invaded. 


Who says so? The reader is not told, 
but at least he is entitled to an explana- 
tion of how and 
why these mystify- 
ing feeetee oe 
sudde appear on 
the front pages. 

The truth of the 
matter is that 
the Government is 
faced with a dilem- 
ma. It wants to 
warn the Chinese 
Communists that an 
invasion of Quemoy 
and Matsu may 
mean war with the 
United States, but 
it does mot want to 
commit itself in 
advance to go to war. 

If Washington says officially it will 
defend Quemoy and Matsu, it pledges 
its honor and destroys its freedom of 
decision at the moment of attack. But if 
it says it will not defend Quemoy and 
Matsu, it encourages the Communists 
to attack, and at the same time lowers 
the morale of the Nationalists who must 
bear the brunt of the attack:

There is a great deal to be said for 
the conferences. They enable officials 
to inform the public of their policies, to 
warn the enemy, and—especially in the 
Formosa case—to put some of the 
claims of the Nationalists in better per- 
spective. Yet there are some dangers in 
the system. 

First, there is always the danger that 
the “unimpeachable source” may go

Nevertheless, just because the Gov- 
ernment’s is purposely left 
vague, those and politicians 
who want us to defend these islands at 
almost any cost can give the impression 
that this is what we are “almost cer- 
tainly” going to do.

Testimony Under Wraps 


All the testimony on the Formosa 
question in congressional committees, 
for example, except Secretary of State 
Dulles’s formal statement, was undis- 
closed. In this case it may have been 
justified, but in many other cases se- 
crecy is involved merely for personal 
convenience. 

The most striking case is that of 
Under Secretary of State Herbert Hoov- 
er Jr. He was nominated for that post 
last Aug. 17. 


The Foreign Relations Committee 
questioned him very briefly and secretly 
the following day and he was confirmed 
that night. He refused to see reporters 
before he was confirmed, and after he 
was confirmed he still refused on the 
ground that his predecessor, Gen. Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, had not yet left office. 

When Gen. Smith finally left, Mr. 
Hoover still refused to see reporters.

They May — Stevenson’s Role as RCA 


Lawyer Adds Interest.

HE ANTI-TRUST division of the Department of Justice has 
recently initiated action involving three of the largest and 
most powerful corporations in America. These are corpora- 


tions whose top executives and 
most enthusiastic supporters of 
Administration. 

The head of the anti-trust 
division is Assistant Attorney 
General Stanley N. Barnes who, 


in testimony before a House 
ittee the other day, spoke 
fra of the “great danger” 


that a policy line on trade asso- 
ciations taken by Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks would 
encourage the growth of monop- 
olies. With respect to the suits 
against the corporate giants, 
Barnes says only that he be- 
lieves in enforcing the law. 


Case Against RCA Revived. 


In one of the three instances, 
an anti-trust action\against the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
Barnes has made an initial move 
which had been stopped by 

ressure from higher up in the 
Densevelt Administration. RCA, 
which has been operating under 
a consent decree signed with 
the Government in 1932, is con- 
sidered to have the greatest pat- 
ent pool ever put together. 


When Thurman Arnold was 
President Roosevelt’s trust- 
buster he prepared a_ case 
against RCA. That was shortly 
after the outbreak of World 
War II and Arnold was told to 
shelve the RCA suit since it 
would not be in the interest of 
the war effort. Some of Arnold's 
legal staff who have stayed on 
have been promoted by Barnes 
to important positions in the 
anti-trust division. 

The RCA suit gets into a 
rarefied atmosphere where the 
layman scarcely dares to follow. 
There is a legal right to hold 
a patent as a monopoly under 
terms prescribed by the law. 


But the action against RCA sug-| 
gests that its patent pool may 
be an unlawful monopoly of 
lawful monopolies. When Arnold 
read the complaint filed by 
Barnes his comment was: “Mas- 
terful!” 


Defense Hires Stevenson. 


Inevitably in the anti-trust 
field politics becomes entangled 
with the legal issues, and that 
is nowhere more evident than in 
the RCA action. RCA hired as 
one of its attorneys Adlai E. 
Stevenson, defeated Democratic 
candidate for President in 1952 
and most likely candidate for 
1956. Stevenson had announced 
that after two years of speech- 
making and travel he would 
have to devote himself to the 
private practice of law. 

Many of his admirers have 
been disturbed that he should be 
associated with a giant corpora- 
tien accused of monopolizing 
patents vital in the comunica- 
tions industry. Does this repre- 
sent a switch of sides by the 
Democratic candidate? Or is it 
the right of a lawyer to repre- 
sent any client without neces- 
sarily adjusting his personal 
views to those of the client? 


Stevenson represents RCA not 


in the Government anti-trust ac- 
tion in New York but in private 
suits in federal courts in Illi- 
nois 4nd Delaware in which both 
patent and anti-trust phases are 
involved.

A similar mulching is just as 
effective for perennials and 
roses, provided that the beds 
are well drained. The mulch 
must be dry and airy, though, 


extensive winter losses. 

After the ground thawed last 
week we started checking the 
soil beneath the mulches, to be 
sure that it was properly loose 
and aerated. Any compacted 
spots should be worked lightly 
with a pronged cultivator, for 
roots must “breathe” and need 
ample air for best growth. 

Use Different Feeds. 

We like to give our plants an 
early spring feeding, applying 
chemical fertilizer on top of the 
mulch. Although some of the 
chemicals may not reach the 
plants at once, the soluble nit- 
rogen compounds are carried 
to the roots by rain. 

Yews, boxwoods, magnolias, 
roses and perennials, for ex- 
ample, are fed with four pounds 
of balanced chemical fertilizer 
to 100 square feet. Acid-loving 
plants, such as azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons and Pieris japonica

Story Behind the Move That Is Bringing Wealth of Scholarship and Learning Here on Microfilm 


PROPOSED $4,500,000 EDIFICE AT ST. LOUIS UNIVERSITY TO HOUSE THE VATICAN COLLEC. 
TION OF MICROFILMS, AS WELL AS THE SCHOOL'S LIBRARY.

NE hot afternoon in the middle of August, 1950, Father 
Lowrie Daly, S.J., history instructor at St. Louis University, 
arose from his office chair where he had been quietly medi- 
tating, and strode down the wide oak steps of venerable DuBourg 
Hal, the skirts of his black cassock swinging around his ankles. 
He was headed for the office of Father Joseph F. Donnelly, S.J., 


the college librarian. 


Father Daly had an idea, and it was, as 


Father Donnelly remarked later, a dandy. 

“I’ve been thinking,” said Father Daly without further pre- 
liminaries, “and it strikes me it would be an excellent idea to 
microfilm the books and manuscripts in the Vatican Library, and 


bring the films to St. Louis.” 


If he had suggested moving’ St. Peters Square to St. Louis, 


Father Donnelly couldn’t have 
been more flabbergasted. He 
looked at Father Daly and 
opened and closed his mouth 
twice before he could speak. 


“I don’t recall exactly what I 
said,” Father Donnelly now re- 
lates, “but I think it was some 
reference to the effect of the hot 
August sun on people's brains.” 

But Father Daly persisted. For 
one thing, the dark, wiry- and 
very intense little scholar 
pointed out, anything could hap- 
pen in Europe. The treasures of 
the Vatican had escaped several 
wars. They might not again. For 
another ‘the microfilms of the 
books and-manuscripts would be 
invaluable to American scholars, 
for study on home soil, And the 
St. Louis University library t& 
one of the few libraries in this 
country complete enough to 
properly implement the manu- 
scripts in the Vatican. 

Father Donnelly, a 50-year-old 
Jesuit with a friendly Irish face, 
listened; and the more he heard 
the more interested he became. 

“It's a good idea,” he finally 
agreed, “but I don’t think they 
would ever let us do it.” 

But he had caught the spark 
of Father Daly’s enthusiasm, 
and together they went to see 
the Very Reverend Paul C. 
Reinert S.J., president of the 
University, who listened to the 
Proposal and immediately 
grasped its significance. He too 
was not sure that the Vatican 
would agree. But nothing ven- 
tured, he said, nothing gained. 

With his approval, Fathers 
Donnelly and Daly put their 
heads together and composed a 
long and scholarly letter, all in 
beautiful Latin, explaining their 
idea and presenting their argu- 
ments in its favor. The letter 
was mailed, on Nov. 1, 1950, to 
Father Anselmo Alboreda, Vat- 
ican librarian. 

Six weeks later they received 
a reply from Father Alboreda, 
written (to their mild conster- 
nation) in perfect English. Fa- 
ther Alboreda said the Vatican 
would be happy to have the pro- 
ject carried out, and agreed 
perfectly that it would be an 
excellent thing not only for the 
preservation on film of the 
documents, but for the world- 
wide diffusion of knowledge. He 
added that if Fathers Donnelly 
and Daly were ready to start, he 
Was ready to co-operate. | 

This, to state it mildly, set 
the two priests back on their 
heels. They were delighted but, 
as Father Donnelly said, “We 
weren't set for it at all. We 
didn’t even have a program.” 

They realized they had taken 
on a job of mammoth historic 
proportions—a project which 
would transfer the wealth of 
centuries of scholarship and 
learning to St. Louis. They said 
a prayer and went to work.

URTHER correspondence 
made it clear the two 


priests. would have to go to 
the Vatican Library to make 
some sort of preliminary sur- 
vey. They arrived there in 
the middle of February, 
1951. Though both had read 
much about the Vatican Library, 
they were hardly prepared for 
what they found. 

“We were completely flabber- 
gasted by its size and magni- 
tude,” says Father Daly.

trace and describe the develop- 
ments of our civilization. 

The task which confronted the 
two priests was that of selecting 
what would be microfilmed. At 
first it seemed overwhelming. 
The collection of manuscripts 
extends from the fourth down 
to the nineteenth century. While 
most of them are written in 
Italian or Latin, there are large 
groups in Greek, the Oriental 
tongues, and in Hebrew. In the 
modern languages there are 
large sections in French, Spanish 
and German. 

x * * 

HE first thought of the two 
T priests, of course, was to ob- 

tain an index. They found 
that there were a number 
of printed indices, the labori- 
ous work of some of the 
greatest scholars of Europe 
and the result of many 
years of painstaking research. 
But although there are about 40 
such volumes, they represent 
only about one-fifteenth of the 
codices contained in the Vatican 
library. The first of the printed 
series is dated about 1880, 
which means the work has been 
in progress some 75 years, and 
it will be anether century, at 
least, before the job is finished. 

In addition, however, they 
found a number of hand-written 
indices to the codices which date 
back some 200 years. They were 
large volumes, as big as a giant 
ledger, but they offered, for the 
most part, only a bare enumera- 
tion of the work contained in 
the volume, with little, if any, 
descriptive material. Both the 
hand-written and printed indices 
are being included in the micro- 
film record, incidentally, so that 
the scholar coming to St. Louis 
will have at least as much help 
in finding- what he wants as if 
he had gone to Rome. 

The two priests had to select 
everything which might be of 
value to any scholar now and in 
the future, and at the same time 
avoid duplication. They found 
much duplication. The Bible, 
for instance, was copied and 
copied and copied. Also there 
was much local material, such as 
town records, histories of small 
churches and the like, all of only 
local interest. 

“But just when we were ready 
to skip something,” Father Daly 
said, “up would pop something 
important.

Bible, for instance, we found . 


where a choirmaster had made 
many marginal notations and 
notes of music, all of great value 
to a student of the history of 
music.

Back in New York, Father

of Edward Freel, head of their 
microfilm division, and Freel, 
along with M. B. Brand of. the 
Graphic Microfilm Co., both 
recognized experts in the 
field, have been working with 
the project as consultants. 

There remained the matter of 
paying for the project. It was 
suggested to Father Donnelly 
that the Knights of Columbus 
might help. He submitted the 
plan to them, and soon the di- 
rectors of the organization, 
which has roughly a_ million 
members, sent back word they 
would underwrite the entire 
project.

) A ‘few months later the two 


priests succeeded in getting a 

second machine. In the mean- 
time, they had enlisted the aid 
of scholars in America and Eu- 
rope to help them in their selec- 
tions.

By the time 
they went back to Rome, in May 
of 1953, they were ready to make 
the final selection of material, 
and get the project under way. 

At present the job is about 
three-fourths finished. A special 
laboratory was set up in the 
Vatican library and there, day 
after day, the microfilming pro- 

. Library workers with 
long shelves on wheels visit the 
racks, take down the ancient vol- 
umes, and bring them to the 
microfilm ‘laboratory. 

There the recording cameras 
are going all the time. They are 
35 mm. cameras, in fixed posi- 
tion. Each camera points down 
at a table on which the volume 


then the glass is raised, the 
page two shots are made 
of the open pages, the glass 
is raised, the page turned and so 
on until the book is on film, 
exposure are fixed, 

but they can’ be adjusted for

paper. The film then goes into 
the. automatic developer and

Two positives and one nega- 
tive are made of everything. The 
Vatican keeps one positive. The 
other positive and the negative 
are sent to St. Louis. The posi- 
tives, as they are received, are 
now available to researchers, 
Just where the negatives are is 
a closely held secret, but one is 
assured they are in a place 
safe from fire and theft. 

The film is shipped to St. 
Louis in boxes which hold ap- 
proximately 50 rolls. The aver- 
age production per week now is 
about 12,000 feet of film. Just 
how many feet of film there will 
be is difficult to.say, but it 
will run into. the hundreds of 
thousands.

HE FILM is now being kept 
in a temporary library room 
in DuBourg Hall. But plans 

are under way for a repository 

worthy of a collection of such 
significance. In time it will be 
housed in the proposed Pope 

Pius XII Memorial Library, a 

$4,500,000 edifice. 

The Vatican project, it so hap- 
pened, fitted perfectly into plans 
for the library building, which 
have been under consideration 
since 1946, and which are now 
well on their way to becoming 
a reality. 

The school has nine libraries, 
scattered through various build- 
itigs “and colleges. The main 
library. in DuBourg Hall was con- 
structed, as was the building’ it- 
self, in 1882, The -various li- 
braries house a total of more 
than 800,000 volumes. While the 
university library ranks among 
the highest in the world for 
what it contains, its system, at 
the last college library ranking 
by the Princeton Report, stood 
forty-fourth. 

Since 1946 the planning com- 
mittee, after consulting witir 
leading authorities on library 
construction, considered and 
discarded seven sets of blue 
prints.. The plan now agreed 
upon is a gracefully modern 
building which 
five floors. It has a central 
tower which rises two floors 
higher. A part of the first floor 
will house the Vatican collection. 
The rest of the building will 
contain hundreds of thousands 
‘of volumes from the University’s 
present libraries, with the excep- 
tion of the medical, law and 
some technical libraries which 
will be more convenient where 
they are at the various schools.

saints and church dignitaries. 
The large room which contains 
the Vatican film will be called 
the Filippo Virginia Pacelli 
Room. The faculty study room 
will be known as the Ignatian 
Room. One room will be a me- 
morial to Philippine Duchesne 
and another wil] be called the 
Marian Room. 


Funds are now being raised 
for the cost of the building, and 
for a maintenance endowment 
fund, which will be another 
$1,900,000. A national commit- 
tee is headed by George W. 
Strake, oil man of Houston, 
Tex., and an alumnus of the 
school, who has made a $400,000 
contribution. Strake is setting 
up committees in 12 areas 
throughout the United ‘States, 
whose quotas range from $100,- 
000 to $600,000. 

A St. Louis committee of 55 
men is headed by Edgar Rand, 
president of International Shoe 
Co. Co-chairmen are Thomas O. 
Moloney, chairman'of the board 
of Moloney Electric Co., and 
Sidney Maestre, board chairman 
of Mercantile Trust Co. 

No general solicitation is be- 
ing made. Donors, to be called 
Founders, will be offered .the 
opportunity to underwrite one 
of the 59 major rooms or 400 
study units which the ‘library 
will contain. In addition, gifts 
will be sought for various es- 
sential pieces of equipment. 
Cost of the rooms ranges from 
$10,000 to $300,000. : 

The goal for St. Louis, accord- 
ing to Walter Jennings, special 
assistant to Father Reinert in 
co-ordinating the fund 
campaign, is $2,200,000. One 
gift of $250,000 has been made 
here by the Famous-Barr Co., 
Morton J. May, board chairman 
of the May Department Stores 
Co., of which Famous-Barr is a 
unit; and the Louis D, Beaumont. 
Foundation, and its predecessor, 
the Louis D. Beaumont Trust. 
The Louis D. Beaumont Founda- 
tion, with headquarters in 
Cleveland, was established by 
the late Mr Beaumont who was 
associated with the Denver 
(Colo.) store from which the 
May Company grew. This dona- 
tion will finance construction 
of the library’s “Hall of Youth,” 
a student reading room.

HE library, which, it its 

hoped, will be completed in 

1958, will be erected on a 
site between Grand boulevard 
and Spring avenue. The main 
building will be close to West 
Pine boulevard, but it will face 
teward Lindell. A _ beautifully 
landscaped concourse will stretch 
from the front entrance of the 
building to Lindell boulevard. 

St. Louis University’s library 
already qualifies as the largest 
and most complete Catholic uni- 
versity library center in the 
country. This, combined with 
the Vatican collection, will make 
St. Louis and the university the 
center of American research in 
literature, litical history, 
theology, philosophy and many 
related subjects.

Walk Across Fields 
And Through Woods

OME for a walk with us across the winter fields and 

through the woods here at Possum Trot Farm. There's 

a bright sun and we will set a pace to keep the blood 
coursing swiftly. And though the air is crisp, it isn't cold 
enough to nip ears or fin- 
gers. Nothing to see out- 
doors on a February after- 
noon, you say? Well, come 
along and let's find out. 
Tiger and Mike prance in 
their eagerness to be off 
and it is plain they aren't 
worried about the expedi- 
tion being dull. 

Our first discevery, 
hiking northward along 
the limestone bluff behind 
the house, is a flock of 
cedar waxwings feeding on 
blue berries of the big 
cedars which grow there. 
These are beautiful small 
birds with plumage that is 
delicate in coloring, rather 
than brilliant, and well-de- 
scribeg by the naturalist, 
Forbush: “Those shades of blending Beauty, velvety black 
‘brightening into fawn, melting browns, shifting saffrons, 
quaker drab, pale blue and slate with trimmings of white 
and golden yellow, and the little red appendages on the 
wing, not found in any other family of birds—all, combined 
4with its graceful form, give the waxwing an appearance 


of elegance peculiarly its own.” °

. Along this high bluff are many kinds of 


trees, though it has been hafd-grazed by livestock 

and most of the commercial timber was cut 
‘ ago. In the chinquepins, gnarled cousins 
‘ white oak, we see chickadees and nuthatches busily

bark crevice for insect larvae. Then we hear the 
cheery flight-song of goldfinches and a fleck of 
perhaps 50 wheels in to alight high in the teps of 
the trees.

All trees form buds in winter and these make 
an interesting study in themselves. Some appear 
alternately on the stems, as in white oak, while 
others like dogwood form buds which are oppo- 
site each other. Many are large, like those of 
hickory and horse chestnut, and cupped inside two 
or more scales which either open from the top or 
are puched off from the bottom when spring ar- 
rives. Flower-buds of the dogwood appear at the 
ends of twigs; big round ones covered with four 
scales. Still other trees, like hop hornbeam, bear 
catkins by which they can be identified.

@ THERE’S A SURPRISING AMOUNT of color in the 
‘winter fields and woods. Much of this is quite brilliant, 
though we must watch for it since it is less conspicuous 
than in summer. Thus there is color in twigs of red maple 
and rough-leaved dogwood, bright red fungae, and many 
shades of green—from gray to deep olive—in mosses and 
lichens that grow on granite and limestone boulders. And 
When you scatter the deep leaf litter in the woods, you'll

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She Holds Court in the Kitchen 


Informality Is the Keynote of Woman Justice of the Peace at Beecher City, Ill.

BEECHER CITY, Ill., Feb. 19. 


F any courtroom defendant 

here was ever so downright in- 

considerate as to insist on get- 
ting himself flung into jail it 
would cause the Justice of the 
Peace no little inconvenience. 


In the first place, there is no 
jail in Beecher City, so that 
a complicate matters right 
off. 


In the second place, the jus- 
tice of the peace has no burning 
désire to be bothered with in- 
carcerating defendants in the 
first place on account of they 
would just clutter up the house 
and doubtless get in the way. 
And the justice of the peace, be- 
ing a busy woman with a multi- 
tude of interests, would have no 
use for a lot of lazy defendants 
sitting around, acting useless. 


Consequently, in the 10 years 
Mrs. Alma Esther Light has 
been in the peace justicing game 
she has never had to “keep” a 
defendant. 


“Never had to keep a single 
one yet,” proudly said this rural 
J.P, who runs sort of a cookie- 
jar ‘courtroom, where justice is 
served in the kitchen and spec- 
tators can make themselves 
comfy on the settee, if they are 
so inclined. Mrs. Light, let us 
record here, is an unusual-type, 
free-style judge who gets results 
her own way. And she never had 
a lesson in her life. 


The reason Mrs. Light has 
never had to “keep” a defendant, 
Whatever this means, is partly 
that she demonstrates a co- 
operativeness bordering on all- 
out aid in allowing defendants 
to bail themselves out of their 
particular jam. 

er ee 
ER definition of the ideal de- 
fendant—and most of her de- 
fendants are traffic offend- 
ers—is one who pays his fine and 
departs forthwith, a wiser man. 
However, due to the manner of 
distribution of our national 
wealth, some defendants are not 
solvent enough to measure up to 
this ideal. Here, then, is where 


Mrs. Light’s particular genius 


for working things out comes 
into play. 

She takes thing as collateral 
until fines are paid. She has 
taken tools, guns, watches, auto- 
mobile accessories, practically 
anything, and a peek into her 
court docket will show how it 
works out. 


“The defendant pleaded 
guilty,” states one little case his- 
tory of @ speeder, “and was al- 
lowed to proceed to St. Louis to 
get the fine and cost money. A 
spare wheel and tire were left as 
collateral until satisfactory set- 
tlement is made. Case continued 
until defendant comes back with 
finances. Defendant appeared, 
paid fine and costs. Case dis- 
missed.” 

It is a rather surprised of- 
fender who, arrested by a high- 
way patrolman, is ushered into 
Mrs. Light’s court. He is in- 
structed to seat himself among 
the doughnut jars, warm up at 
the big kitchen stove and state 
his case. 

The court is a her big, old 
home, a onetime hotel, known to 
everybody as “The Lighthouse 
on the Corner.” (It has no other 
address.) As J. P. in the Town- 
ship of Liberty, she is the only 
judge in this area. In Beecher 
City, a farming community of 
some 500 souls about 100 miles 
northeast of St. Louis, and in 
nearby Effingham she is hailed 
as “Judge” when she goes forth 
upon the thoroughfares. 

“I guess it’s a little unusual to 
have a lady judge,” she said. 
“Anyhow, these folks that come 
in seem to be pretty startled 
when they see me. I just tell 
them to have a seat and I'll be 
right with them. They never 
give me a bit of trouble—I used 
to be a schoolteacher and I know 
how to handle folks pretty well.” 

* * * 
ANDLING folks is made up 
mostly of being considerate, 
she explained, although she 
can get quite stern if the occa- 
sion calls for it. 

“T recall this one smart aleck,” 
she said. “I was only going to 
fine him $5 and costs, but he 
insisted on being so smart I just 
added $1 every time he opened 
his mouth.” He opened his 
mouth five times, wounding him- 
self in the wallet accordingly. 

The way Mrs. Light, a talka- 
tive, 53-year-old, widow, got to 
be a justice of the peace is. like 
this. “A committeeman was 
talking to me one day and he 
said, ‘Alma, I don’t know who 
in the world we're going to get 
to run for the job of township 
officer,’ so I said I might as 
well try for it, so I did and I've 
been it ever since.” 

Her opposition hasn’t done so 
well—she got 192 votes in one 
election and her opponent got 
six, which is discouraging. 

Everybody knows Mrs. Light, 
who, with 1000 books, is the un- 
official library and, with 85 
scrapbooks and diaries going 
back 40 years, is a wonderfully- 
equipped local historian in great 
demand for argument settling 
and weather remembering, 

Her diaries, filling eight five- 
year books, were started as a 
hobby when she was a girl of 13; 
have entered into minor points 
of legal controversy where writ- 
ten proof of dates was needed, 
and in one case an entry estab- 
lished residence proof for a 
woman applying for an old-age

Another source of income for 
her is taking in a guest now and 
then—her old house, remodeled 
into a hotel many years ago by 
her parents, has plenty of room. 
Her room rates are $1.50 per 
night. Sometimes she has sev- 
eral guests at once when drivers 
get stranded in icy weather. 


It’s been about four years since 
she taught school, after some 13 
years’ experience in the elemen- 
tary grades. She said she liked 
school teaching, though, and may 
Start again sometime. 


Meantime, she continues to 
function as one of the country’s 
most unusual rural peace jus- 
tices, occasionally performing a 
marriage, or laying down the law 
to hot-tempered local lads after 
a fist fight, or speeding the star- 
tled tourist on his way with 
memories of a kitchen court- 
room, $10 and costs. 


The day we talked to her she 
had just given four shotguns 
back to four hunters charged 
with trespassing—the guns had 
been left as collateral while they 
rustled up the fine money. 


Right before that, she had 
taken’a chain saw in lieu of cash 
—until a defendant went and got 
the cash. 

“T’'ve had folks that I had to 
fine thank me for being so nice 
to them,” said Mrs. Light, with 
a great deal of pride. 

But as far as. “keeping” any 
defendants, one gets the decided 
impression -that Justice of the 
Peace Light just doesn’t want 
them cluttering up the place— 
and that for a township with no 
jail, she is just the woman for 
the judge’s job.

This 
being the case, a White Howse 
tourist misses many of the presi- 
dential manse’s delights, incluwd- 
ing the bed that F.D.R. slept im, 
the piano that Harry played, a 
total of 21 bedrooms, 17 baths, 
15 washrooms and any number 
of parlors and studies. 


Put yourself in Mrs. Eisen 
hower’s shoes. She is respon- 
sible, with the help of 60-0dd 
household helpers, for keeping 
the place clean. If you had 5500 
visitors a day, would you turn 
them loose to poke their 55,000 
fingers into everything? Your 
satin brocade walls would be 
simply a mess in no time.

I was privileged to take 
what the White House refers 
to, cozily, as the “personal 
tour.” This is the intimate, 
class-A tour limited to a mere 
35 oglers. We gathered, after 
being thoughtfully perused for 
sinister smirks or suspicious

ONE OF THE GUARDS 
herded us politely up the walk, 
and into a pine-paneled ground- 
floor parlor called “the china 
room.” Around its walls, in 
glass cases, were porcelain din- 
ner services labeled with the 
name of the President whose 
Administration ate off them. [ 
shuddered with distaste at Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes’s choice in 
scenic service plates, but was 
compensated by the sight of 
Lincoln's mammoth eagle-crest- 
ed coffee muggs. Good ol’ Abe 
liked coffee and refused to im- 
bibe in the deceit of a demi- 
tasse. 

“The china currently being 
used in the White House,” said 
the guard guide, “is this Lemox | 
pattern purchased during the 
Administration of Mr. Truman,” 
Thirty-five pairs of eyes focused 
on Mrs. Truman’s cream, white | 
and beige .ghoice. and, like a 
crowd of bridesmaids looking 
over the wedding gifts, we

The guard, smiling smugly, 
led us onward. The next 
room, a round but small one, 
was called the “diplomatic re- | 
ception room” or the “fire: ' 
side chat room,” depending on 
which party you belong te. It 
has an air of intimacy, espe- | 
cially with 35 persons in it, 
but the shape impressed most, . 
Ten minutes later, I became 
unimpressed, however, because 
it seems a good many White 
House rooms are oval. Makes 
for easier handling of the silkk- 
covered walls, which are also 
quite common in a chic, cost- 
ly way.

WE WERE NEXT LED into a 
hallway, which might be called 
the “smoking hallway.” The

ushered down here.” 


On the second floor, the first 
room was the east ballroom, % 
gilt and satin salon unfurnish 
except for a few prim go 
chairs and a great grand —~ 
the size of five of mine. 
is the “wedding and renee 
state room,” where—“among 
others — Alice Roosevelt, the 
daughter of Theodore, was mar- 
ried, and Franklin Delang 
Roosevelt laid in state.” 


Through four more oval roorns 
we trudged, marveling at the 
parquetry floors which are 
waxed daily by electric floor 
polishers, and the great crystal 
chandeliers that flash more 
colors than the best rainbows, 
and the furniture which is either 
magnificently over-stuffed or 
exquisitely simple and bur- 
nished. 


At the end of 20 minutes, we 
had had it. We@d missed the 
White House dental office, its 
doctor's lab, its barber shop and 
its TV dens, but we had seen a 
“typical example of the decor,” 
said the guide. 

Certainly I had seen enough 
to know that the Eisenhowers, 
who grubbed along in a two- 
room apartment on a second 
lieutenant’s pay of $151.67 ¢@ . 
month when they were first 
married, are comfortably sitye 
ated today.

of the two leading American | 
concert bureaus has brought into 
the open a situation which has | 
concerned many people in the | 
national musical community, for | 
a long time. The two agencies 
in question are the Columbia | 
Artists Management Inc. (CAMI) | 
and the National Concerts and | 
Artists Corporation (NCAC). The | 
line of inquiry pursued by the | 
Department of Justice has sug- | 
gested to these two corporations | 
that legal action under the anti- | 
trust law may be impending. 

In view of this possibility it; . 
would be improper to venture | 
an opinion on the legal merits 
of the case. But how the opera- 
tion of these two bureaus has 
affected the artistic quality of 
music in the United States is | 
not primarily a legal question. | 
So it is appropriate to point out 
that these two corporations, be- 
tween them, exercise a powerful 
influence on the musical life of 
the country and on the artists 
who are involved in it.

French is still the language 
in general use, French family names predominate, 
the old French traditions and customs are still 
widely retained.

They 
refer to themselves as French Canadians, for their 


. More followed as Ste. 
Genevieve and other old river towns were estab- 
lished. This was before the Louisiana French be- 
gan to move up the river in numbers. 
groups of French Canadians moved 
across the river when England, about 1763, and 
then the United States, after the Revolution, took 
over the Illinois country. People of gentle habits, 
ce-loving, given to r for civil and relig- 
us law, the early French retreated before the 
rougher, more aggressive and often violent Amer- 
icans. With the Louisiana Purchase, many re- 
treated again, ey 4 into the hill country, to find 
a more peaceful life and to k their customs. 
Their descendants retain any of the old charac- 
teristics. As a people, the Old Mines French, as 
they are often known, are hospitable and frugal, 
law-abiding, not overly ambitious for material 
things, generous and helpful to others, sociable 
when an inherited distrust for “Americans” is over- 
come, respected by their non-French neighbors. 
In recent years Missouri's French pocket 
has been slowly diminishing, absorbed into the 
modern world with the coming of automobiles, ra- 
dio, electricity and other conveniences that draw 
the younger generations from the hills to the 
“highway” or towns for comfort and empl ent. 
But still scattered about the various “hollers — 
Old Prairie, Picayune, Tin Can, Bone, Cedar, Coon, 
Brown, Rocky Branch Crick—are numerous fam- 
ilies whose ways have changed little since pioneer 
days.

Joachim's parochial school, where about 95 per 
cent of the 550 pupils are French. 

Most of the school-age children and their 
parents live outside the hollers, and the children

ents, still living in the hollers, use French when- 
ever le. The French they speak, however, 
is a dialect unique to the area and difficult, as the 
residents relate with amusement, for a Frenchman 
from France to understand. It has picked up 
changes in pronunciation and in meanings, has 
adapted American words.

HROUGH RIGID SELF-DISCIPLINE, St. Louis has 
pretty well rid itself of its own smoke. But since 
it cannot control its Illinois neighbors who have 

no anti-smoke regulations and since it can do little 
about the whims of nature, the “ still suffers in- 
termittently during the winter. Black clouds of 
smoke billowing from East Side chimneys and 
stacks sometimes are wafted across the Mississippi 
River to move the pall over St. Louis and mock its 
world-renowned smoke-elimination ordinance. 

Fortunately, nature favors St. Louis most of the 
time. The prevailing wind, being from the north- 
west during the coldest months of the heating sea- 
son, blows the East Side smoke over the Illinois 
countryside. However, when a slight breeze comes 
from the east or southeast, as it occasionally does 
during the winter months, the East Side shares its 
sooty shroud with St. Louis. This has happened 
six times thus far this winter. 

St. Louis’ hope for, elimination of East Side 
smoke lies in an area-wide attack on the problem 
by an area-wide authority, such as the Missouri- 
Illinois Bi-State Development Agency. Meanwhile, 
the Greater East St. Louis Smoke tement Com- 
mittee continues its fight through educational meth- 
ods and arguments with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. Some offenders, particularly big industries 
and railroads, have spent much effort and money 
«to reduce their smoke output, according to Arnold 

'C. Johnson, committee chairman. “But others have 
told us frankly to mind our own business,” he said.

First Traffic Interchange 
of Its Kind Built in Detroit

ETROIT, A CITY that is doing some. 
thing about its traffic lem, re- 

cently opened the first three links in 
a $15,300,000 traffic interchange at the 
junction of two new expressways. Engi- 
neers who designed it say it is the only 
interchange of its kind in the world. 

The exact opposite of the familiar up. 
and-around cloverleaf intersection, the 
directional interchange is a 12-bridge net. 
work of gently curving roads that covers 
the equivalent of 11 city blocks and per. 
mits traffic to move from one expressway 
to the other without even slowing down. 
Instead of making two 2 turns to 
change directions, as in the cloverleaf sys. 
tem, a motorist simply stays to the left to 
turn left, to the right to turn right. 

Construction of the interchange started 
in 1951, is due for completion later this 
year. In the aerial photo at left, the view 
is north along the six-lane Lodge Express. 
way, which will be completed next year 
at a cost of $75,000,000. Running east. 
west through the picture is the $120,000,000 
Ford Expressway, scheduled for comple- 
tion in 1957. Sections of both high-speed 
highways are now in use. Model (below) 
shows direction of traffic flow on the 
elaborate interchange.

Birthday . . 

This year, Father—s man most Americans know as 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary of State — may not be 
there to read them immediately. He is expected to be 
in Bangkok, Thailand, on diplomatic business. But the 
letters will be waiting for him on his return. 

Letters to Father on his birthday from his two sons, 
John and Avery, and his daughter, Lillias, have been 
a Dulles family tradition since long before he rose to a 
position of world prominence. 

As the Secretary reads them, his mind may well 
roam into the past. For these letters are a link to the 
happiest time of his life. 

They remind him of summer days on the Great 
Lakes, when the family had a sailboat. Mrs. Dulles 
and Lillias manned the galley, dishing out chow and 
washing up for the rest of the crew. The Secretary 
handled the wheel, and the two boys swabbed deck, 

Another memory the letters bring back is the old 
piano. Every Sunday evening, Mrs. Dulles would sit 
down at the piano and the family would gather around 
for an hour or two of Presbyterian hymn singing. 


Birthday Letters 


To Secretary Dulles, they bring memories 


“Maybe we didn’t always harmonize so well musi- 
cally," Mrs. Dulles recalls, “but somehow all our 
voices, joined together, made pretty fine — har- 
mony.” 

Mrs. Dulles, who also will be away next Friday— 
with her husband in Bangkok—feels there was one im- 
portant key to the family’s happiness. “Having fun 
inside the family,” she told PARADE, “is what made us 
close and cooperative, happy just to be together.” 

For example, there were the ping-pong tournaments 
that raged noisily within the home. Being family ping- 
pong champion meant quite as much to each Dulles 
as any outside honors. 


Chess—and Lots of Guests 


While such boisterous games threatened the founda- 
tions of their New York house, likely as not a battle 
of another sort—a father-son chess game—would be 
underway in an adjoining room. “The chess players 
never scemed to mind how noisy the ping-pong game 


‘ became,” Mrs. Dulles recalls. 


For all their family intimacy, there was never a time 
when the children’s friends were not warmly welcomed 
into the ly circle. The third floor of the New York 
house was equipped with half a dozen bunks, available 
to accommodate the overflow crowds the children fre- 
quently invited without warning. 

The children are adults now, following their sepa- 
rate pursuits. But, though kept apart by space and the 
pressures of their own lives, the family still remains 
a unit. And more than at any other time, they show 
it on their father’s birthday. 


MRS. DULLES, daughter Lillias (Mrs. Robert 
Hinshaw), the Secretary and son Avery try to 


meet on Mr. Dulles’ birthdays. Older son John 
lives in Mexico, joins others sending a letter. 


John, the mining engineer, and Lillias, now Mrs. 
Robert Hinshaw of New York, were the first to break 
away—and start the yearly birthday tributes, 15 years 
ago. Avery, who went into the Navy the day after 
Pearl Harbor, contracted polio at Naples, and was 
close to death in 1945-46, followed suit. 

After he was flown back to the naval hospital at 
Bethesda, Md., the family, threatened for the first time 
with loss, prayed for a miracle. Their prayers were 
answered. Avery, following a year’s lines, recovered 
with no after-effects. : 

It was this experience that led him to embrace the 
Catholic faith and study for the priesthood. “Avery 
planned to become a lawyer,” his mother explains, 
“but after his ordeal with polio I think he felt he had 
been spared for a higher purpose. Of course, he loves to 
study and learn. I won't be surprised if he studies law 
after he becomes a Jesuit.” * 

It is true that the family members, who sang songs 
and sailed together in other years, are now apart. But 
family unity, built through years of having fun to- 
gether, remains sure and solid. 

Secretary Dulles will know it anew as he opens his 
mail when he comes home from Bangkok. «

In the time-worn country cemetery here, 
visitors stop reverently before the brand- 
new monument pictured above. 

“Who was Emmanuel Dannan?” they 
usually ask. ““Why is his stone so new?” 

Local people explain one of the most 
touching landmarks of the region. Emman- 
uel, they say, was a small boy who came 
from England with his parents to settle 
in Wisconsin when he was only 2. Two 
years later, his mother died — followed, 
after another year, by his father. 

Little Emmanuel was sheltered in the 
community poorhouse, then adopted by a 
farmer named Samuel Norton. Along with 
another foster child—a girl—he was put to 
work hejping with chores. 

In 1851— when Emmanuel was 8 — 
something happened at the Norton farm. 
The rumors at the time were that the 
Nortons had robbed and killed a traveling 
peddier. Whatever the crime was, the boy 
either had witnessed it or learned about it. 


Ordered to Lie 


To keep their secret, the Nortons told 
him that if anybody asked questions he 
was to lie about what had happened. 
Emmanuel refused to do so, although 
threatened with seVere beatings. 

“I'm not going to tell any lie,” he would 
stubbornly say. 


In a final effort to break his will, the 
Nortons lashed him to the rafters of their 
cabin home and beat him unmercifully— 
breaking more than a dozen willow 
switches “thicker than a man's thumb.” 
Finally, after some two hours of beating, 
he died—still refusing to lie. 

Authorities never had enough evidence 
to try the Nortons for the first crime, but 
when the foster sister told of the beatings, 
they were brought to trial for murdering 
Emmanuel and sent to prison. 

Townspeople started out immediately to 
provide a marker for Emmanuel’s grave— 
but it took over five generations to do it. 
Those who had known, or simply of, 
“The Boy Who Would Not Tell a 
quickly subscribed over $1,000 through 
their churches. It was lost almost as 
quickly to a slick promoter who offered 
to raise more money in the East. 

For a full century, the legend of Em- 
manuel was passed down in Montello 
farm families. Only recently, when a gran- 
ite company heard it, was anything, no 

ble done about it. 

On a rainy day, hundreds of people 
showed up to witness the unveiling of his 
memorial. As children carrying the Ameri- 
can flag put flowers on the grave, Emman- 
uel Dannan at last took his rightful place 
in history—alongside George Washington.

evangelist in modern history, shook his head. 

He waved his arms. He shouted, and his voice 
rocked the overflow crowd that had jammed in to 
hear him. , 

“I tell you,” he roared, “that I don’t want you 
to come forward unless you are ready to give évery- 
thing to Jesus! Are you ready to follow Jesus?” 

That happened at Forbes Field in Pittsburgh, in 
September, 1952. Even then America was aware 
of Billy Graham and his amazingly successful 
evangelical technique. Today his name is a house- 
hold word. When Graham visits a town, his effect is 
almost atomic. He invariably breaks attendance 
records. During his visit—he calls it a “Crusade”— 
hundreds of thousands of people are mesmerized 
by his eloquence and thousands of them stride for- 
ward to enlist as “soldiers of Jesus.” 

But what happens when Billy Graham leaves 
town? How many of the soldiers stay enlisted, how 
many of the persons he has “saved” stay saved? For 
some of the answers, let’s go back to Pittsburgh. 

Graham's visit to Pitisburgiiwas a colossal suc- 
cess. He outdrew every r public attraction in 
the area. For a month, he Was ffent page news in 
every Pittsburgh paper. He drew the astonishing 
total of 272,834 people'to his lectures, and of this 
audience 6,121 persons became converts and came 
forward—publicly—to “make decisions for Christ.” 

Greater Pittsburgh has a population of roughly 
2,000,000, so Graham drew something more than 
10 per cent of the entire population of the area. 
Some of the audience were repeaters, people who 
attended more than one lecture—but the figure still 
is impressive. And there were other results: 

Many people who didn’t feel compelled to affirm 
their belief in Billy Graham with a public conver- 
sion were unquestionably strengthened in their spir- 
itual resolve by his lectures. Other more or less 
indifferent churchgoers got some kind of religious 
exhilaration which was reflected in their church- 
going habits. 

The Rt. Rev. Austin Pardue, bishop of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Pittsburgh, feels sure that 
Graham's effects are still moticeable in Pittsburgh. 
He believes Graham contributed a “general awak- 
ening effect” and that he “stirred up the people to

talk about religion.” Moreover, he feels that 
Graham indirectly charged the Pittsburgh air with 
Christianity—which may be the most important 
long-run effect of his appearance. 

Dr. Cary N. Weisiger, pastor of Mt. Lebanon 
United Presbyterian Church in one of Pittsburgh's 
fashionable suburbs, feels that while Graham made 
a “formidable” impression on the whole city—an im- 
pression which still is being felt—he made his great- 
est impact on people who were in or on the edge 
of the church, people who, in Dr. Weisiger’s 
words, were “drifting along in neutral,” 

Dr. Albert G. Curry, pastor of the Smithfield 
Street Methodist Church, agrees with Dr. Weisiger 
that Graham's “tremendous” effect has lasted— 
most substantially among the side-slipping church- 
goers who came to the meetings with “yearning in 
their hearts” and left fulfilled. 


Prayer Groups and Youth Rallies 


There seems to be little doubt that a new spirit, 
engendered by Graham, is visible among the 
churchgoers of Pittsburgh. Prayer groups and 
youth rallies, started under the initial Graham en- 
thusiasm, still meet weekly in some sections of the 
city. But the most important lasting effect of the 
Crusade is how it changed the lives of some of 
6,121 converts and others who heard the flaming 
young evangelist. 

Dr. Weisiger cites, as a typical example of a 
“neutral” Christian, a nursing student who, since 
the Crusade, has married and become a mother. 
Her name is Mrs. Rebecca Fee Taylor and she is 
frank in discussing Graham’s effect on her life: 

“I come of a large family that takes its religion 
pretty seriously. We are all church members, sev- 
eral teach in Sunday school, a brother is in theo- 
logical seminary. However, religion somehow had 
never seemed too real to me. 

“I guess I was looking for something spiritual, 
so I went to several of the Graham meetings. | 
found it. This business Mr. Graham preaches about 
‘being born again’ is real. Certainly, there was an 
emotional factor involved in the beginning, but this 
has leveled off. Maybe I haven’t kept every high 
resolve I made at first, but my permanent course is 
set. | 
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How Graham has changed four Pittsburghers’ lives:

“I find life more meaningful and I have a dif- 
ferent attitude toward other people. I have been 
able to help others. And I feel these changes—which 
are permanent—wouldn’t have been made without 
Mr. Graham.” 

Charles Melhorn, who plays the drum in a night- 
club orchestra and thus tends to want to sleep late 
Sunday morning, went with his young wife, Agnes, 
to just one Graham meeting. 

“As big as you might think you are,” Melhorn 


says, “Graham makes you feel small. And good as | 
you might think you are, Graham makes you see, 


your faults.” Melhorn was so affected by the change 
in his life he feels Graham induced that on Monday 
night—his night off from the night club—he now 
conducts a Bible class. 

As to the increase in churchgoing following 
Graham’s Pittsburgh appearance, there seems little 
doubt that it not only occurred but is still occurring. 
Dr. Kenneth C. Fraser, pastor of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance Church, reports that 67 of 
Graham's 6,121 converts lived in his neighborhood. 
In the beginning all 67 came to church regularly. 
Some later changed residences, and thus churches, 
and some just strayed away. But 45 still attend— 
and have brought in so many new churchgoers that 
the second Sunday-morning service Dr. Fraser had 
to initiate during the Graham campaign is still 
rolling along. 

Pittsburgh's experience as host to the Billy Gra- 
ham meetings appears to be duplicated in other 
American cities. New Orleans, for instance, was the 
site of some Graham meetings two years ago; there, 
350,000 residents attended the lectures and 4,900 
were converted. 


“New Orleans Got a ‘New Lift’ 


Dr. J. D. Grey, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, believes that the religious life of New 
Orleans has taken on a “new lift” because of 
Graham, and that furthermore Graham’s influence 
is still felt outside of purely church circles and 
“extends to the whole moral life of New Orleans.” 

Dr. Robert G. Lee, one of the towering figures 
of the church in the South, is pastor of Bellevue 
Church in Memphis, Tenn., where Graham con- 
ducted a Crusade almost three years ago. 


“Billy Graham is still refreshing to the religious 
life of Memphis,” he says. “He was—and is—like a 
breeze in the desert. People are talking more about 
the church since Billy Graham was here.” 

A secular voice, that of Everett Allen, editor of 
the Chattanooga Free Press, also is raised in behalf 
of Graham's permanent religious influence. 

“Billy Graham's name is still magic in Chatta- 
nooga,” Allen says. “Some people thought his in- 
fluence would be a temporary, emotional wave, but 
they were wrong.” 

Allen says Graham also has the ability to bring 
denominations together. As evidence; he offers 
Chattanooga's just-completed, $400,000 Inter-De- 
nominational Tabernacle, which was begun in the 
excitement created by Graham's Crusade in 
Chattanooga. 

Graham does, of course, cut across denomi- 
national boundaries. He is not a fly-by-night op- 
erator who pitches his tent, preaches a few sermons, 
collects what offerings he can and moves on. 
Graham is a new type of evangelist who works with 
the established churches. 

As a matter of fact, Graham will not attempt a 
Crusade in any city unless he has been invited 
by that city’s prominent church leaders. Through- 
out a Crusade and for weeks afterwards, Graham’s 
organization concentrates on developing satisfac- 
tory church affiliations for those who have come 
forward at the rallies. In Pittsburgh the 6,121 con- 
verts were referred to 1,082 different churches in 
their home neighborhoods. 

Roughly a month before Graham opened his 
Crusade in Pittsburgh, Dawson Trotman, president 
of the Navigators (an international lay organization 
which spreads the Gospel on a man-to-man contact 
basis), arrived in town to train lay counselors to 
help in the Crusade. More than 600 church mem- 
bers attended the classes set up by Trotman, with 
the result that for every person. who came forward 
at a Crusade meeting there was a counselor ready 
to take him in hand, interview him, discuss personal 
problems, suggest aids in implementing the decision 
to follow Christ and finally help in locating a per- 
manent church home. 

After a convert had been processed by a lay 
counselor, he was turned over to one of the many 


Pittsburgh ministers who volunteered to assist in 
the Crusade’s follow-up work. The minister checked 
the results of the lay interview and offered further 
advice if necessary. A notice was sent to the pastor 
of the church chosen by the convert asking him to 
make a call and follow-up the lead. 

In Pittsburgh, as elsewhere, it is obvious that 
some of Graham's converts will come forward to 
be “saved”—and that same evening slump back into 


Teligious apathy. Others drift off later. It may be 


that the local clergyman might do well to adopt 
some of Graham’s techniques in order to keep 
these converts within the flock. 


Graham's impact is His Own 


On the other hand, it may be that Graham's 
kind of impact on the religious community should 
remain just what it is. It is immediate; it is power- 
ful; it is closely tied in with his own personality. 
Thus, for those who are “saved” and stay “saved” — 
and for those peripheral people whose religious 
tendencies or beliefs are made more secure—Gra- 
ham’s influence can be both deep and lasting. As 
Gertrude L. Grimm, a Pittsburgh elementary- 
school teacher, puts it: 

“I went to hear Billy Graham out of curiosity. 
But as he preached | felt he was holding a mirror 
up to my life. I could see some things which while 
they weren't exactly ‘bad,’ as my school kids would 
say, Certainly weren't right. 

“I almost decided to be converted the first night, 
but I held back. The next morning, I gave the kids 
a bawling out the first thing; 1 guess / needed it 
more. That night I was converted. 

“With kids, parents, principals and school boards 
to contend with, teachers can easily get provoked, 
but since the Billy Graham rally I've learned to take 
things more in stride and developed a deeper in- 
sight into what Christian living means.” 

The question—Does Billy Graham's kind of re- 
ligion “stick’’?—can be answered. The answer is: 
Yes and No, with emphasis on the Yes.

teservist reveals the facts on a situation that endangers all America

The new Reserve plan which President Eisen- 
hower proposed to Congress last month 
affects each one of us. For as we rely more 
heavily on our Reservists, the defense of our 
country may ultimately rest more on them 
than on any other single group. 

But the Reserves long have been perhaps 
the weakest link in our chain of defense. Only 
last summer, Defense Sec. Charles E. Wilson 
characterized the Reserve setup as “a scan- 
dal.” The President himself said, “We have 
failed miserably to maintain that strong, ready 
military Reserve in witich we have believed 
or professed belief for 150 years.” 

So now comes the National Reserve Plan 
calling for four million Reservists to back 
up 2,750,000 regulars. Numbers alone won't 
save America. We need an efficient force 
that’s ready to go, and that's exactly what 
we haven't got in our Reserves today. 

Why have our Reserves fallen to the level 
of “scandal”? Because of weak training, sag- 
ging morale, poor participation and unrealis- 
tic assignment. In any new Reserve program 


studied by Congress this winter, these four . 


points must be given high consideration — 
especially the first. 

I joined the Reserves when I left regular 
Army service in January, 1946, as an infantry 
lieutenant. I was called back to active duty 
during Korea; on my second separation from 
the Service, I rejoined . Reserves. 


Since then I have taken part in evening 
drill periods through the winter and summer- 
camp training. Yet in all my Reserve training, 
I have never fired a weapon. I have received 
no range practice, and experts have com- 
plained, that. one of the problems of our 
Army in Korea was that the troops wouldn't 
shoot. Well, why don't they learn how? 

Since the winter of’ 1945-46—nine historic 
years ago—great changes have taken place in 
tactics of war. 


New Weapons? Not for Us . 


The hydrogen bomb has joined with the 
atom bomb, and our enemies have plenty of 
both. Nuclear ammunition has been adapted 
to artillery pieces and can be employed 
against armies in the field. If total war came 
tomorrow, it would probably be an atomic 
holocaust. The troops that fill the breach 
better know what's going on, for there won't 
be time to train them. 

Have I or my companions in the Reserves 
been taught anything about these new wea- 
pons and their demand for new tactics? Not 
a word. We've never even seen a picture of 
an atomic cannon outside of newspapers. The 
only time I had a chance to stady this intri- 


cate mechanism in any detail at all was when . 


I visited the Pentagon recently and found a 
model in the corridor. :

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While we whittle down our active forces, it 
is only natural that more emphasis must shift 
to. the Reserves. The National Reserve Plan 
includes a provision for up to 100,000 six- 
month trainees every year. These are in addi- 
tion to the draftees who will continue to 
enter the Services monthly — provided the 
Selective Service Act, which expires June 30, 
is extended as requested. 

But in four years, these trainees whose 
Reserve obligation will be mandatory will pro- 
vide only half a million of the 4 million Re- 
servists. Most Reservists will take part in 
training only voluntarily. 

And there's the rub. Carter L. Burgess, 
youthful Assistant Secretary of Defense in 
charge of manpower and personnel, has said, 
“If you don’t have a well-trained Reserve, 
that lack just transfers itself into the need for 
an expensive active force.” 

The big difference is that you know where 
you stand with the actives. But in some in- 
stances the military has only the foggiest idea 
where it stands with the Reserves. There are 
men on the rolls today who can’t even be 
found! 

When the Korean War broke out, the 
Navy flew into a flap over its need for quali- 
fied officers to command much-needed de- 


. gtroyers, which were coming out of mothballs 


faster than bees out of a hive. A friend of 
mine, a college ROTC graduate with four 
active years aboard destroyers during World 
War Il, got his notice to report for duty. Had 
he been an active, he would have kissed his 
wife and children goodbye and sailed away. 
But he was a civilian with a new house to pay 
for and a new job to make good in. So he 
complained in Boston, and they advised him 
to appeal in Washington. Weeks passed into 
months. 


Whom Are We Counting On? 


Finally, before a special board of high- 
ranking Navy brass, he pleaded hardship— 
and the Navy let him off. On the Reserve 
rolls, of course, this lieutenant commander 
looked like an‘ experienced man to call on 
in emergency. But when the emergency arose, 
the commander just wasn't there. 

Sure, that happened in 1950. But there's 
a man in the Naval Reserve today who ad- 


. mittedly would never go on active duty again. 


He’s president of an important electronics 
corporation, and his skill and management 
would be most needed there if war broke out. 

So, the big question on the Reserves is: 
Are we counting on men who simply aren't 
there? It's been estimated that at least 25 per 
cent of the men on Reserve rosters today

could never be recalled to active duty because 
of their high job priorities—another 25 per 
cent who couldn't for various other reasons. 
Presumably, the proposed new Reserve pro- 
gram will screen such men out and clear up 
other inequities. For : 

The United States has lost lots of her best 
men because of slipshod handling of the 
Reservist and a failure to give him an even 
break. Everyone has heard of the sub rosa 
West Poift Protective Association—that little 
clique of Academy graduates who try to see 
that the best jobs, the highest ranks and the 
quickest promotions are reserved for them. 
Certainly, we need to support the hard core of 
active-duty personnel who bear the first brunt 
of war. But when 90 per cent of the soldiers, 
sailors and airmen in wartime are not regu- 
lars, shouldn't we recognize them as a vital 
part of our defense strategy, too? 


We're Worth Paying 


The present head of the Reserve Officers 
Association, Colonel and U. S. Senator Strom 
Thurmond, has pointed an accusing finger at 
“the terribly low morale that has existed in 
the Army and Air Force Reserve Officer 
structure for so long.” 

Reservists anxious to serve in time of need 
can’t see why they have been discriminated 
against in terms of promotion and pay. In 
my unit, which meets about three nights a 


month, fall through spring, and two weeks 


in the summer, we have been paid for three 
sessions—if we attended six. If the Reservist 
is worth training, he is worth paying for 
all of his services, not for half of them. The 
system of withholding payment due for cer- 
tain work if additional work is not performed 


is medieval, but then the Reserve setup is an - 


archaic, creaking structure today. 

Last summer, I traveled 626 miles round- 
trip at Government expense, New York City 
to Camp Drum in upper New York state, to 
join 60 other Infantry officers in a two-week 
training program. We members of the basic 
combat arm had assembled at an ideal loca- 
tion in the field, but did we train outdoors? 
Not much. In two weeks, we spent a whop- 
ping 57 hours in the classroom. We were in 
the field only 27 hours, much of that time 


spent in traveling to and from demonstration 
areas. 


If the balloon went up tomorrow, all of . 


us would have to start pretty much from the 
beginning, and we'd probably require the 
year of training that National Guard divi- 


_ sions are estimated to need to be ready for © 


action. So far, we have a Reserve in name 
only—a paper Reserve. 


Typical Infantry training, for example, has included: 
Burial and Graves Registration, Deployment of the Regi- 
mental Kitchen Trains, Preparation of the Morning Report, 
Functions of the Division Surgeon. A recent lecture, out- 
lining various methods of reducing the venercal-disease rate 
among the troops, was “classified.” Now I ask you! 

A Navy Evaluation Board, specially appointed to study 
the Reserve problem, scored that Service’s program for being 
nothing but “a night school with undue emphasis on train- 
ing for the sake of training.” And in this age of the jet and 
the butiding of intercontinental rockets, Air Force Reservists 
still fly around in World War Il prop-driven machines. 

When the mad rush was on to save Korea, thousands of 
Reservists couldn’t be located, Today, because of the man- 
datory eight-year obligation for every draftee, there are 
1,047,000 men.on Army Reserve rolis who don’t answer 
correspondence, don't show up for training and, in many 
cases, couldn't be found if wanted. They cost the taxpayers 
over $10 million every year, and contribute nothing. 

Who's to blame for this shocking situation? Heading the 
list of culprits are the American péople themselves. In time 
of war, they’re quick to cheer the parades, knit socks for 
“the boys” and sing patriotic songs. Then along comes 
Armistice, and they lose interest. 

Of course, a major share of the snafu falls directly on 
the military itself. Regulars tend to look with suspicion on 
the Reserves, fearful of competition for their jobs. The 
Regulars have never, since the end of World War Il, de- 
cided exactly what to do with the Reserves. They haven't 
wanted to look at them, accept them or train them properly. 

Lastly, Congress hasn't given the Reserve program the 
financial support it needs. 

~ What’s to be done? The Regulars must take the Reserves

into their confidence and give them the same good training 
they get themselves. Congress must accept the Reserve as 
something more: than a second-class soldier. Most of all, 
John Q. Public:must realize the obligation of and need for 
a Reserve in precarious peacetime as much as he recognizes 
the need for an Army in time of war. 

Then perhaps we'll get the right people with the right 
training and spirit in the Reserves. No matter what Congress 


does to the National Reserve program, the problem still . 


boils down to one of good training and voluntary, enthusias- 
lic participation. One Reservist who for many years ‘had 
left home once a week to train admitted that what he 
learned wouldn't save his néck a minute in combat. - 
“Then why do you keep going?” he was asked. 
“Oh, I don’t know,” he drawled. “I guess I just like to

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Three of today’s top comedians—Walter

A Way to 


Here’s a story of daring

PHILADELPHIA. 
It was 7:30 on a crisp, clear November 
morning. In a hospital operating room 
here, a nurse busily gathered special sur- 
gical instruments. 

In another part of the city, a doctor 
dressed hurriedly. And from police head- 
quarters, a fire-red squad car screeched 
through the streets to find a certain pa- 
tient and bring her in. 

No one that morning, doctors, nurses, 
police, showed excitement, but all of them 
knew that speed was vital. The moment 
for the operation had come. What fol- 
lowed might end the suffering of a young 
woman—and might add an important page 
to medical history. 

To understand what lay behind all this 
feverish activity, let's go back three weeks. 
A baby had been born at the Albert Ein- 
stein Medical Center suffering from an 
incurable nervous disorder. It was just a 
question of time. Nothing could save him. 

At the same hospital, a 28-year-old 
woman had been an outpatient for some 
time. Years before, her thyroid gland had 
been removed surgically. As a result she 
had come down with a disease called 
tetany, which is characterized by muscle 
spasm, stomach trouble, weight gain and 
other symptoms. It is caused by poorly 
functioning parathyroid glands, two pairs 
of tiny organisms located right on the 
lobes of the thyroid, one of the most ver- 
satile glands in the body machinery. 


The Bold Pian 


Medical Center doctors put those two 
cases together—the dying baby and the 
suffering woman—aed hit upon a bold 
plan. They sought, and got, permission 
from the baby’s parents to remove his 
thyroid gland as soon as he died. Then, 
preserving the gland in a special solution, 
they would transplant it immediately 
into the woman—parathyroids, connecting 
blood vessels and all. It had never been 
done successfully this way before. 


The task was doubly difficult in view of 


the nature of the thyroid gland itself. A 
tiny (2”.x 1”), pulpy structure, the thy- 
roid is shaped like a butterfly. The two 
“wings” are situated on either side of the 
windpipe. Between them is an “isthmus” 
which resembles a butterfly’s body (see 
chart, 1.). 

This delicate organ, together with the 
iodine-containing hormone it produces, 
holds the key to scores of human illnesses,

surgery that restored one woman’s health and may help others in the future 


physical and mental. Breathing, blood cir- 
culation, tissue building and repair all 
require a certain amount of energy. Fuel 
for this energy comes from the food we 
eat. But the rate of energy output is reg- 
ulated, no one knows exactly how, by the 
thyroid. : 

Thus, an underactive thyroid can cause 
retarded physical and mental develop- 
ment, muscle flabbiness, skin disorders, 
weight gain, sterility. An overactive thy- 
roid can cause irritability, other person- 
ality changes, even heart disease. 

Years ago, goiter was the most common 
form of thyroid illness. It was caused by 
an iodine deficiency in the diet. But mod- 
ern dietary knowledge has virtually wiped 
out this sickness in the U., S. 

At any rate, here was the problem faced 


that November morning by the Medical 
Center doctors: could the tiny, fragile 
thyroid be taken intact from the 21-day- 
old baby’s body and function in the 
woman's body? 

Medical teams headed by Drs. Julian 
A. Sterling and Ralph Goldsmith worked 
quickly. Within two hours they removed 
the organ from the infant. Meanwhile, the 
woman was being readied. The whole job 
took about five hours. 


The Pian Works 
The infant's thyroid gland, four para- 
thyroids and four connecting blood vessels 
were sewn into blood vessels of the pa- 
tient’s left groin. The doctors, not entirely 
certain that the groin would “take” the 
gland, were prepared to put it in the pa- 


tient’s armpit or in her chest. But the orig- 
inal plan was followed successfully. The 
big question—would the gland work?— 
remained to be answered. 

All this happened November 21, 1952. 
Carefully, the doctors subjected the pa- 
tient to a series of tests which revealed 
what they had hoped: the thyroid was 
working to restore “balance” to the pa- 
tient’s metabolism. Her tetany symptoms 
gradually disappeared. Her weight dropped 
from 137 pounds to 107. Today, she has 
had no recurrence in two years. 

In addition, she has undergone two op- 
erations for other conditions, appendicitis 
and kidney stones, and has come through 
with flying colors. , 

And medical science has demonstra 
in a new field that “whole orgaa trans- 


plants” could be done. Previously, other 
organs had been transplanted; so had 
bones, blood vessels, eyes. But this tech- 
nique with the thyroid had not been ac- 
complished successfully. 

In most previous attempts, the thyroid 
together with the “donor's” skin had been 
transplanted. These transplants did not 
work. Now, doctors apparently have 
opened the way to successful thyroid trans 
plants for certain other cases. 

Doctors long have hoped to transplant 
spleen, liver and pancreas to alleviate a 
host of illnesses. The successful thyroid 
transplant here at the Medical Center ap- 
pears to have brought them a step closer 
to realization of that hope. For you, this

Not all serious followers of basketball 
frown on Hundley’s antics, however. Lou 
Eisenstein, a veteran official who works 


most major college tournaments and many _ 


pro contests, calls Hot Rod “the most 
spectacular thing in the game.” 

“He's the best crowd-pleaser I've ever 
seen in college basketball,” says Eisen- 
stein. “Even in pro ball I’ve never seen 
anyone with as much color. 

“In one game I worked, West Virginia 
was freezing the ball with a six-point lead. 
For about a minute Hundley dribbled the 
bali. Then he looked up at the clock and 
saw there were about seven seconds to go. 
He held the ball out in his left hand, rolled 
it up the arm, across the shoulders, along 
the back of his neck, down the right arm 
and into his right hand. He looked at the 


clock again and saw there were still two .

Hot Rod is under orders from Coach 
Fred Schaus to play it straight if the game 
is close. When West Virgisia lost to NYU 
at Madison Square Garden early this year, 
he kept thead libs to a minimum because 


- only a few points separated the teams 


throughout the game. But Hod Rod scored 
38 points and grabbed 22 rebounds. _— 
Schaus, a former pro player, is loud in 
his praise of his prodigy. The other play- 
ers like him, too. “They respect his abil- 


_ ity,” says Schaus. There had been specula- 


tion that Hot Rod might prove a coaching 
problem because his teammates would re- 
sent being cast as “straight men.” This 
has not developed. 

Although he'calls Hot Rod one of the 
best shooters he’s ever scen anywhere, 
Schaus admits his star “has some things to 
learn—about defense, for instance.” A 
number of other basketball followers 
agree with him; at times, it seems Hot Rod 
regards defense as merely the intermission 


between his acts. He himself admits his - 


defensive lapses only partially. 
“I've got a lot to learn,” he says, “but 
I'm not a bad defensive player. Anyone 


can play defense. All it is is hustle. Some” 


guys rest on Offense. I rest on defense.” 

Hot Rod learfed his basketball at 
Charleston, W. Va., High School, where 
he was an All-State choice three years in 
a row, and broke dozens of scoring rec- 
ords. In his senior year there, he added his 
buffoonery act. How did he get started? 
“I just started doin’ it,” he says. Why? “I 
don't know why.” 


He Has itchy Feet 


Buffoonery or not, 48 colleges wanted 


him to clown for them in his college days. 
He chose ‘West Virginia, he says, because 
he wanted to play in his home state. 

Once Hot Rod came to Morgantown, 
the problem was to keep him here. Last 
year, for instance, he failed freshman his- 
tory and biology and had to attend sum- 
mer school.
